FARM MACHINERY OFF RATION LIST 


All raitening contvele have been removed from soles of form machinery, and 
restrictions on the production or importation of such machinery have been lifted. 

Price controls remain. Generally, maximum price for farm implements is the price 
at which such items sold during the basic period, August 15—September 11, 1941. 
Quoted prices do not include cost of delivery to the purchaser. 

Under Consumers’ Credit, Order No. 225, section 10, terms of sale for farm mach- 
inery are: 1/3 of quoted price paid in cash; the balance of the credit price to be paid 
within two of the date of the contract in stated amounts at specified dates. Any 
allowance a trade-in is to be deducted from the unpaid balance.

Farmers are required to send in “M" coupons to the Local Ration Board for meat they 
consume, and meat they sell to farmer neighbours at the rate of 4 ibs. per coupon. Farmers 
who slaughter meat need not tur in at the end of the month more than half the valid meat 
coupons in the ration books of their household. Farmers who purchase meat from other farmers 
must surrender to the selling farmer one meat coupon for every 4 Ibs. of meat purchased, even 
if this means surrendering coupons not yet valid. 


of | FARM SLAUGHTERERS 


Farmers who slaughter for their own household consumption or for the consumption of 
their farmer neighbours, are not required to hold a slaughter permit. Any excess of farm 
slaughtered meat over the farmer's or his neighbour's needs may be sold only to the holder 
of a regular slaughter permit in quantities not less than a quarter of Beef or a side of Pork. 
Sheep, lamb or calves slaughtered by the farmer for his own or his neighbours’ use may not be 
sold into the meat trade. ‘ 

Licensed slaughterer's quotas for cattle have been temporarily suspended and until 
further notice a licensed siaughterer may slaughter all the cattle needed for his requirements.

WHEAT QUALITY EMPROVING 


The results of the 1945 examination 
by the “Crop Testing Plan” of many 
thousands of farmers’ wheat fields 
have now béen tompiled. The ‘records 
reveal that-no less than 47% (a high 


record) of the wheat fields tested, 


classified as “A” which means that 
the grain was good enough to be used 
as seed by the farmer or by his 
neighbors. It was also shown that 
only 20% (a low record) of the 
samplés tested classified as “C” and 
“Mixtures”. This means that 29% of

“Crop Testing Plan” tests - reveal, 
thererfore, that while there is room 
for still further improvement, the 
prairie wheat crop, as a whole, is 
year by year steadily improving in 
quality, which information shoyld 
serve to add to the reputation of 
Canadian wheat on world markets.

CHRISTMAS IS NOT MEATLESS 


‘Meatléss Tuesday’ ruling will be 
rescinded for Christmas Day and 
New Yeat’s Day, both of which fall 
on Tuesday, the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board announces, 

Making the announcement, Prices 
Board Chairman Donald Gordon ex- 
plained that the amount of meat 
which is normally served in Canada 
ag a supplement to the regular “tur- 
key dinners” is so small that enforc- 
ing the ‘regulation would cause more 
annoyance than the saving would 
warrant, Also, Canada’s exports of 
meat have increased steadily ' since 
rationing was reimposed, and deliver- 
ies would not be seriously affectéd by 
allowing a small amount for holiday 
festivities. 

Though the meatless day restriction 
is relaxed for Chi 
Year celetirations, prices must be in 
line with 1941 levels. 


“Canadian 
Homes Survey 


National averages for ownership 
of gas or electric ranges show 62% 
32% and 12 per cent of people in cit- 
ies, small towns and on farms, Al- 
though Western figures fall below 
this, they are better. than those for 
most other regions, The extremely 
high figures for Ontario of 85%, 59% 
and 34 per cent are not approached 
by any other region, and account for 
the high national average, Prairie 
figures take second place in cities and 
small towns with 54% and 25%, res- 
pectively. But Quebec farm houses, 
with 4%, exceed the mid-West farms’ 
3%. British Columbia women have 
less than half as many as their 
Prairie sisters, 

Refrigerators - mechanical or ice - 
are owned by 66% of city housewives, 
33% of village housewives and 12 per 
cent of farm house-wives. The com- 
parable national averages are 82%, 
60% and 34 per cent, Other Prairie 


folk reported that for cooling fot} 


they used boxes or shelves in the base- 
ment, food safes, window ledges, etc. 
5%, 7% and 2 per cent reported no 
facilities of any kind for keeping food 
cool. 

Overcrowding, which ig Canada's 
worst housing headache, has not mis- 
sed the West. Aggravating it are 
boarders, lodgers and hired help who 
live in one in every eight city homes, 
every tenth village home and every 
sixth farm home, To add to the crush, 
near relatives, married’ sons and 
daughters, parents, grandparents, 
etc,, are living with 12% of city 
families, 7% of village families and 
20 per cent of farm families. This is 
not all due to wartime shifts in pop- 
ulation, as investigators found no 
surplus of living accommodation any- 
where in Canada. As a consequence, 
Lever’s found 16% of city homes, 
13% of village and 10 per cent of 
farm homes with the family suffer- 
ing the inconvenience of some mem- 
ber sleeping in the living room, din- 
ing room, kitchen, or anywhere a cot 
could be put up or pulled out. 

In an evaluation of the state of

PASTEURIZATION SAID ONLY 
SURE MILK SAFEGUARD 


In its current campaign to obtain 
compulsory pasteurization of milk 
throughout Canada, the Health Leag- 
ue of Canada emphasizes that clean 
raw milk, even if produced under 
ideal conditions, is not always de- 
pendably safe, 

Clean milk is essential from &@ 
sanitary viewpoint and safeguards 
health to a certain extent. in that 
from it is eliminated much disease- 
carrying dirt. Many safeguards can 
be taken to assure clean milk, but 
even clean milk, if unpasteurized, 
can carry germs. 

Dr, John R, Fraser, a member of 
McGill University’s medical faculty, 
says that milk is “one of the most 
difficult foods to produce, draw, 
keep, handle and deliver in a clean 
state. Most‘ foods usually are cooked 
well enough to kill any harmful or 
disease producing germs that are in 
or may get in them, whereas milk to 
a great extent is consumed in the 


, uncooked state.” 


Dr. Frank Pedley of Montréal, an- 


other authority, in a radio broadcast 
a few years ago, told about a father 
who did not believe in pasteurization. 
This father arranged to have his 
baby fed certified milk that was 
always obtained from the same cow. 
After a time the baby contracted 
bovine tuberculosis, The cow was 
tested and was found to have tuber- 
culosis in an advanced stage. 

Dr, Pedley commented that infect- 
ous diseases in cattle often occur 
and contaminate milk between tests 
which are made only about twice a 
year. The same is true in regard to 
milkers and. handlers of milk. 

Milk must be clean and must be 
pasteurized to make it absolutely 
safe, . 

Dr, Adelard Groulx, Director of the 
City of Montreal Health Department 
says “raw milk and its products still 
remain the cause of too many infec- 
tions. Pasteurization of milk should

Carthy and Dr. Campbell Laidlaw, of 
Ottawa, who accompanied the annual 
patrol as medical officers, took blood 
samples for analysis and prescribed 
sulfa drugs. Radio reports received by 
the patro] after the Nascopie had left 
reported no more deaths, The diag- 
nosis indicated some form of intestin- 
al infection, and examinatien of the 
blood samples lead to the belief that 
the outbreak was typhoid ‘ fever. 
Other cases of serious illness ‘were 
reported from Chorkbak Inlet and 
Markham Bay, eastward of Cape 
Dorset on the southern coast of Baf- 
fin Island, and from Pangnirtung, 
on the east coast of the Island. 

Some time after the departure of 
the Nascopie, the Department was ad 
vised from Cape Dorset of further 
outbreaks, and arrangements were 
made: with the R.C.A.F. to fly Dr. 
Rawson from Chesterfield Inlet to 
Cape Dorset, Thie was-earried out by 
Fit. Lieut, J. M. Reid in a Canso fly- 
ing boat and the doctor was put down 
at the centre of trouble on September 
10. He found thirteen cases at Cape 
Dorset, six of which were critical. He 
wag also advised of several new cas- 
es at Chorkbak Inlet and the Air 
Force again co-operated by _ taking 
Dr, Rawson to that point and return, 
Dr. Rawson remained at Cape Dorset 
and sent out a call for additional med- 
ical supplies, and these were carried 
in by the Dakota plane on its nearly 
2,000-mile flight,

_ This letter is to inform you that the Doctors now prac- 
tising in Vermilion, have decided against renewing mun- 
icipal contracts for the coming year. 

It is our intention to continue the present arrange- 
ment until December 31st, after which it is our intention 
to revert to private practice. ( 

This change has been made necessary by the times, 
scarcity of medical and nursing assistance, and greatly 
increased costs of carrying on geiteral medica] practice. 

We feel the members of council, also the people’ con- 
cerned will appreciate our position in this matter. Event- 
ually some form of Government controlled medical care 
will probably in some measure duplicate the service here- 


tofore rendered. 


In terminating these contracts, please allow us to ex-. 
press our appreciation of the sincere co-operation and 
utmost cordiality which has always prevailed between 
council representatives and physicians in discussions re- 


lating to eontract in force. 


Medieal service on the basis of private practice will be 
maintained as heretofore, and as circumstances warrant, 
and medical equipment and supplies become available, 
these will be extended as much as is possible.
